St. Albert teens 
hospitalized after 
possible use of 
synthetic drug

What appears to be a case of 
synthetic drug use in St. Al¬ 
bert put two teens in hospital 
Monday night. 

Police were called for two 
separate incidents of teens in 
medical distress on Monday 
night and a 14-year-old boy 
had to be airlifted to hospital 
after he experienced seizures. 


St. Albert RCMP Cpl. Laurel 
Kading said they initially be¬ 
lieved the drug the teens had 
used was a form of synthetic 
marijuana called I<2 or Spice, 
but that was based on the re¬ 
collections of one of the teens. 

“We don’t have it clearly 
identified at this point in time 
and they didn’t have any more 
on them to be analyzed.” 

The 14-year-old boy re¬ 
mains in hospital, but his con¬ 
dition was improving and he 
had regained consciousness 
and started breathing on his 
own, according to Kading. 

Kading said the RCMP 
haven’t been overwhelmed 
with cases of synthetic drug 
use, but it does appear to be

Health Canada has issued 
warning about the synthetic 
drugs. Kading said police 
don’t yet know where these 
drugs came from, but they are 
working to determine that. 

She said the shifting na¬ 
ture of the drugs can make it 
difficult for law enforcement 
to deal with. 

“It’s not one of the stan¬ 
dard drugs that the courts 
are used to dealing with,” she 
said. 

Kading said regardless of 
where the law classifies the 
drug, it is clear that it is dan¬ 
gerous and the RCMP hope 
parents talk with their chil¬ 
dren about it. 

“We are very concerned 
that there could be more 
of this substance out in the 
community and we want to 
stress this shouldn’t be experi¬ 
mented with or tried.” 

Chad Orydzulc, a spokes¬ 
person for Edmonton police, 
said they are not seeing high 
volumes of synthetic mari¬ 
juana in the city to date. He 
said less than one per cent of 
the marijuana police encoun¬ 
ter is of the synthetic variety.

Study backs 13% 
harmonized sales 
tax for Alberta 

A Calgaiy tax-policy expert 
says Alberta should bring 
in an eight per cent sales 
tax and combine it with 
the five per cent GST. 

Jack Mintz, from the 
School of Public Policy at 
the University of Calgaiy, 
said a 13 per cent harmon¬ 
ized sales tax could end 
up being revenue neutral 
for the province and make 
Alberta a more attractive 
place for business and 
investment. 

He, along with co¬ 
author Philip Bazel, 
released a report Tuesday 
on the effects an HST could 
have on Alberta citizens, 
government revenue and 
the province’s business 
environment. 

“Simplifying it is saying 
what we have is a proposal 
here that is not just intro¬ 
ducing a sales tax. With 
the significant reduction 
in personal income taxes, 
most people are going 
to be taken off personal 
income-tax rolls under our 
proposal,” Mintz said. 

Mintz said the proposal 
would include raising 
the personal income-tax 
exemption to $57,250 from 
$17,593 for each Alberta 
resident, more than mak¬ 
ing up for what Albertans 
would pay with an HST. 

“Instead of 70 per cent 
of people paying personal 
income taxes in Alberta, 
only 30 per cent of people 
would pay personal 
income taxes in Alberta,” 
said Mintz. “We would also 
introduce a low-income 
HST credit, which would 
shelter low-income people 
from paying more tax.” 

Corporate taxes could 
also be cut.

walk cleared if they are unable 
to do it themselves. 


“Right now we know there 
are seniors that are home- 
bound and are in a situation 
where they can’t afford to pay 
for snow removal,” she said. 

Leibovici pledged to have 
city administration work with 
volunteer groups that perform 
the service now to help sen¬ 
iors. 

Kerry Diotte went a step 
further with his proposal, say¬ 
ing he wants the city to look at 
plowing all sidewalks. 

“I believe we should be 
able to plow all sidewalks and 
streets in the city,” he said. 

Diotte has pledged to keep 
tax increases below inflation 
and run a more efficient city, 
but he said he believes money 


can be found in the existing 
budget for this program. 

“People often say you have 
two choices: either cut servi¬ 
ces or raise taxes, and that is 
just lazy,” he said. “There are 
cost efficiencies to be found.” 

Don Iveson said Diotte’s 
pledge is possible, but not 
while also keeping taxes 
low. He pointed to a report 
city councillors received in 
2011 that pegged the cost at 
$19.3 million. 

“The city is struggling to 
properly look after the side¬ 
walks we are responsible for. 
So expanding our snow-clear¬ 
ing to every sidewalk in the 
city is doable, but it ain’t going 
to be cheap,” said Iveson.

Mayoral hopefuls get out

On the first full day on the cam¬ 
paign trail, the leading candi¬ 
dates for mayor sparred over 
the financial future of the city.

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Studying soldiers and stress 
in the crucible: Afghanistan

With mental illness one of the 
top issues affecting soldiers 
and veterans, a University of 
Alberta researcher will spend 
a month with troops in Af¬ 
ghanistan to measure how 
they cope with stress. 

Ibolja Cemalc, Canadian 
Militaiy and Veterans’ Chair 
in Clinical Rehabilitation at 
the U of A, along with research 
associate Jose Areelcadan, will 
be measuring saliva and urine 
samples from some 120 sol¬ 
diers based in Edmonton and 
CFB Shilo in Manitoba. 

Examining stress hor¬ 
mones and enzymes in the 
samples, plus self-reporting 
questionnaires, will give re¬ 


searchers insight into how 
stress can make some more 
susceptible to injuiy and ill¬ 
ness. 

“We hope that as we meas¬ 
ure soldiers under perform¬ 
ance pressure ... we can inter¬ 
vene earlier with pre-emptive 
rehabilitation,” said Cernalc. 
“We don’t want to wait for 
problems to fully develop.” 

Stationed in Afghanistan in 
2008, Capt. Bruce Cleveland 
knows first-hand the factors 
that can lead to mental-health 
issues for soldiers. Now re¬ 
tired, Cleveland was a social- 
work officer at Kandahar 
Airfield before his return to 
Canada and his own diagnosis 
of PTSD and depression. 

“The long foot patrols in 
extreme heat, the unease of 
not knowing who the bad guy 
is, being away from family — 
it all affects the psyche. This 
is groundbreaking research 
because it takes away the sub¬ 
jectivity of self-reporting. For 
many reasons, soldiers often 
tough it out, and this provides 
biological tests that can help

those who suffer silently,” said 
Cleveland. 

“The external stigma is less 
now. Soldiers are told there’s 
no shame in feeling down, but 
it’s still hard to acknowledge 
to themselves that they’re not 
Superman,” Cernalc said. 

Soldiers in the study did 
baseline tests before deploy¬ 
ment, measuring impulse 
control, how they process 
emotions and response to vis¬ 
ual stimuli and memoiy. Re¬ 
searchers will follow up after 
six months and at the one-, 
three- and five-year mark.

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Province asks feds to pitch in on flood prevention 



Alberta will ask Ottawa to 
help pay for flood-preven¬ 
tion projects in addition to 
the costs of the devastation 
caused by the flooding in 
June. 

“The ounce of prevention 
is worth a pound of cure, and 
so investing in mitigation 
now saves us all money down 
the road,” Municipal Affairs 
Minister Doug Griffiths said 
Tuesday. 

“If it’s a fact that Ottawa 
ends up paying 90 per cent of 
the costs of disaster recovery, 
it would be very prudent for 
them to invest in some miti¬ 
gation. So we’re going to con¬ 


tinue to ask for some resour¬ 
ces there as we go forward.” 

The province does not 
have an estimate yet on how 
much mitigation projects will 
cost. 

The government expects 
total flood damage will be 
around $5 billion. 

Griffiths said Ottawa’s 
share of that would be up to 
$2.5 billion. The insurance 
industiy is expected to cover 
another $1.7 billion. 

Griffiths repeated his ear¬ 
lier hope that Ottawa would 
advance Alberta $500 million 
this year to help defer costs.

her of Commerce that gov¬ 
ernments need to take action 
now on flood mitigation. 

“Albertans don’t want an¬ 
other study indicating what 
we could do.

formation from experts on 
water movement. It’s time 
to put some of that into ac¬ 
tion. Engineer the results so 
people can see the detention 
dams going into place or the 
diversions — whatever is go¬ 
ing to secure their commun¬ 
ity.” 

Griffiths announced the 
province will host a flood- 
mitigation forum in Calgaiy 
on Oct. 4.

Cold-blooded mall

Kenya atrocity. As 

bodies piled up and a 
nation reeled in shock, 
mass killers took to 
Twitter to mock and 
threaten more horror 


As the deadly attack unfolded 
inside Kenya’s Westgate mall, 
the invading terrorists were 
callously spreading mayhem 
on Twitter. 

They sent out tweet after 
cruel tweet, taunting the 
Kenyan military, defending 
the mass killings and threat¬ 
ening more bloodshed. 

Twitter shut the account 
down five times. But each 
time the terror organization 
al-Shabab started a new feed. 

The sixth account was 
a post Tuesday linking to a 
photo that purported to show 
two of the attackers “unruf¬ 
fled and strolling around the 
mall in such sangfroid man¬ 
ner.” 

The tweet mocked Kenya’s 
security forces for their re¬ 
peated assurances over two 
days — also tweeted — that 
the siege was nearly over. 

It wasn’t the first time al- 
Shabab has live-tweeted a ter¬ 
rorist attack, said J.M. Berger, 
a U.S.-based terrorism analyst 
who monitors the group’s on¬ 
line presence. 

The militants offered com¬ 
ments in real time or nearly 
so in recent attacks in Moga¬ 
dishu and the attempted as¬ 
sassination of the Somali 
president. 

But the drawn-out Kenya 
attack, which left at least 
dozens dead, brought the 
group to a much wider stage, 
amplified by its social-media 
savvy.

their Twitter account has 
obviously invested a lot of 
energy in the process of grab¬ 
bing headlines,” said Berger, 
who has called out al-Shabab 
before for violating Twitter’s 
terms of service. 

He did so again after the 
attack began on Saturday, 
announced by gunshots, 
grenades and the group’s 


chosen hashtag, #Westgate. 
The account was closed. A 
new feed opened, the handle 
sent to journalists on the al- 
Shabab email list, with crisp 
assurances tweeted back to 
users who requested their 
names be added. But as the 
death toll rose — and images 
were broadcast worldwide of 
the terror, which included 


a bloodied woman and ter¬ 
rified children — the group 
found itself roundly con¬ 
demned, and the tweets be¬ 
came more defensive: “Muja¬ 
hideen have no desire to kill 
women & children and have 
done everything practically 
possible to evacuate them 
before attacking #Westgate.” 

The communications 
onslaught, which included 
baclc-and-forth tweets with 
Kenya’s security forces, had 
police at one point appealing 
to “all Kenyans to ignore the

President lists shocking toll 


Kenya’s president proclaimed 
victoiy Tuesday over the ter¬ 
rorists who stormed a Nairobi 
mall and unleashed a deadly 
spree of mass killings in a 
bloody four-day siege. 

Security forces had

attackers,” President Uhuru 
Kenyatta said. 

Kenyatta said the dead 
included 61 civilians whose 
bodies have been recovered 


so far and six security forces.

Nairobi’s city morgue had 
already braced for the arrival 
of a large number of bodies of 
people killed, an official said. 

A government official said 
the morgue was preparing for 


an additional 60 bodies. 

Explosions rang from the 
upscale Westgate mall in Nai¬ 
robi throughout Tuesday, and 
the chatter of gunfire from 
inside the building could also 
be heard. 

Fresh smoke rose from the 
building in the afternoon. 

Kenyatta declared three 
days of national mourning 
starting Wednesday.

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British adventurer becomes first 
woman to row solo across Pacific 



Change of course. 

Initial route from 
Japan to Canada 
changed to Alaska due 
to punishing weather 


A 28-year-old British adven¬ 
turer became the first woman 
to row solo from Japan to Al¬ 
aska, arriving late Monday at 
a small town in the Aleutian 
Islands after 150 days at sea. 

Sarah Outen greeted com¬ 
munity members and sup¬ 
porters in Adalc, Alaska, her 
first human contact in nearly 
five months. She left Choshi, 
Japan, on April 27 and was at 
sea for 6,034 kilometres. It is 
part of her plan for a global 
trek by an ocean rowing 
shell, kayak and bike. 

On Monday afternoon, 
Outen came within a half 
mile of the Alaska shore 
before winds and currents 


started pushing her onto the 
rocks. Her support team de¬ 
cided it was safer to tow her 
into Adalc’s small harbour. 


On the row, she battled 
dangerous seas, and her boat, 
Happy Socks, capsized five 
times. She also fought the 


psychological battle of being 
alone. In the last few days, 
she almost hit a cargo ship 
after her radar failed, and 


battled cooling temperatures 
and increasing darkness. 

Outen also tweeted about 
whiteout fog and exhaustion- 
induced hallucinations in the 
final, treacherous miles to 
Adalc, the Anchorage Daily 
News reported. 

But for Outen, who has a 
biology degree from Oxford 
University, seeing wildlife 
like albatross and whales 
made up for all the uncom¬ 
fortable moments. According 
to a statement, the highlight 
was a shark circling her as 
she rowed. 

Along the way, she also got 
engaged to her longtime girl¬ 
friend back home during a 
satellite phone call from the 
middle of the ocean. 

Outen’s first attempt at 
the crossing ended in 2012 
when she and another ocean 
rower had to be rescued near 
Japan after their boats were 
badly damaged in a tropical

Syria’s children hit hard 
as food shortages bite 

Syrian opposition groups and 
international relief organiza¬ 
tions are warning of the risk 
of mass starvation across the 
countiy. 

The threat is strongest in 
the besieged Damascus sub¬ 
urbs where a gas attack killed 
hundreds last month. 

With the world’s atten¬ 
tion focused on the regime’s 
chemical weapons, activists 
said six people — including 
an 18-month girl — have died 
for lack of food in one of the 
stricken suburbs.

“The world has stood and 
watched as the children of 
Syria have been shot, shelled 
and traumatized by the hor¬ 
ror of war,” said Roger Hearn, 

Save the Children’s regional 
director for the Middle East. 

“The conflict has already 
left thousands of children 
dead, and is now threatening 
their means of staying alive.” 

In some hard-hit areas

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CAPTAIN KIRK AFRAID TO FLY? 


“Space: the final frontier. These are the voyages 
of the Starship Enterprise. Its five-year mission: 
to explore strange new worlds, to seek out new 
life and new civilizations; to boldly go where no 
man has gone before.” 

The imaginations of multiple generations 
have been fired by that statement, first uttered 
by Captain James T. Kirk, a.lc.a. Canadian-born 
actor William Shatner, on the opening episode 
of Star Trek in 1966. Shatner has been succeeded 
by a gallery of Star Trek captains, but when most 
of us think about boldly going etc., we think of 
William Shatner. 

Which is why it’s more than a letdown to 
learn that Shatner, now 83, has refused an invi¬ 
tation from Sir Richard Branson to be on the 
first voyage of the Virgin Galactic spaceship, scheduled to lift off 
on Christmas Day. 

I mean, come on Jim—I mean Bill—it’s hardly a five-year

mission, just a short, two-hour jaunt, and it’s not 
going very far: 100 kilometres above Earth, gen¬ 
erally recognized as the border between our 
planet’s atmosphere and space. It’s the space 
travel equivalent of taking the stairs from the 
parking garage instead of the elevator. 

Nonetheless, Kirk—I mean Shatner—isn’t 
biting. That is unless Branson offers to pay his 
way, and can guarantee a safe return. Branson 
isn’t taking any of this well and has accused the 
Captain of the Starship Enterprise of being 
afraid to fly. 

That’s like saying Spider-Man is afraid to 
hang off the sides of buildings. 

I guess it’s a compliment to Shatner that we 
still confuse an overweight octogenarian with a 
fantasy hero from a science-fiction future. 

With him at the helm of the Enterprise at the onset of the voy¬ 
age, Star Trek has grown to become more than entertainment. 


It’s our imaginative bridge to real space exploration, making the 
whole idea viable in the minds of Trekkies everywhere—includ¬ 
ing engineers, astrophysicists, politicians, Metro columnists— 
influential people who prevent space travel from being written 
off as an inexcusably expensive luxury at a time when California, 
the most populous state in the U.S. and home of much of the 
space-flight industry, is on the verge of bankruptcy. 

If we had any sense, we’d stop thinking about revisiting the 
moon or going to Mars, never mind trying to get to the moons of 
Saturn, or out of the solar system altogether and into strange new 
precincts of the galaxy. But staying home and sticking to your 
knitting is hardly inspiring. 

Which is why Shatner’s uncharacteristic lack of enthusiasm 
for a token space ride is so disappointing. He should know too 
that he’s passing up the chance to travel with Justin Bieber and 
Ashton Kutcher, along with Mila Kunis, Leonardo DiCaprio and 
Russell Brand. 

On the other hand, maybe you can’t blame him. Not sure I’d 
boldly go to a mall opening with that crowd.

Daniel Bruhl is having a busy 
year.

A cocktail 
at Bloody Mary’s, the famous 
celebrity haunt on Bora Bora, 
is about $10. Since so much is 
imported from New Zealand, 
costs are high everywhere. 

You won’t have to shell 
out cash to rent water sports 




equipment on land either. 
Just use the ship’s kayaks, 
windsurfers, banana boats 
and snorkel equipment from 
the drop-down marina that 
opens up at the stern. 

Each island offers an un¬ 
forgettable wow factor. Hua- 
hine is made up of two dra¬ 
matic mountain ranges. It 


used to be the centre of Poly¬ 
nesian culture so has many 
rich archeological sites such 
as ceremonial temples. Also 
fascinating are the sacred eels. 
They have bright blue eyes and 
grow up to six feet long. They 
are harmless so you can wade 
into the water and feed them. 

Falcarava is the second 


largest atoll and the ancient 
capital is filled with num¬ 
erous unexplored motus 
(islets). Protected by UNESCO, 
Falcarava is proud of its rare 
crustaceans such as squills 
and sea cicadas. Visit a pearl 
farm on the water, snorkel 
around the hut and you will 
appreciate this island as a 


mecca for underwater beauty. 

Bora Bora’s famous Mount 
Otemanu, remnants of an ex¬ 
tinct volcano, is a symbol of 
Tahiti for its dramatic peak. 
Its velvet green slopes drop 
steeply to the blue lagoon 
below. Hike or bike around 
this lush island, or enjoy a 
multitude of water activities 
to keep cool. 

Taha’a is often called the 
Vanilla Island for its numer¬ 
ous plantations of what Tahi¬ 
tians call black gold. On this 
island, PG chefs prepare a de¬ 
licious barbecue on the beach 
and offer drinks from a float¬ 
ing bar. 

Explore Moorea by jeep 
and you will see pineapple, 
vanilla, banana and grape¬ 
fruit plantations, visit an¬ 
cient stone temples and stop 
at the Belvedere lookout to 
see Cook’s Bay. You can also 
feed stingrays in the shallow 
water at Motu Ono.

New season. Now is the time to get your vehicle 
ready for winter before the deep freeze sets in

Fall means it’s time to get your 
vehicle ready before the deep 
freeze sets in. 

Preparing a vehicle for the 
winter can be done easily by 
going through the following 
steps. 

This first step needs little 


more than your eyes and your 
tire pressure gauge as tools. 
While parked on a level sur¬ 
face, walk around your vehicle 
looking for minor dents, 
mouldings starting to let go, or 
accessories not secured prop¬ 
erly anymore. The idea here 
is to be sure nothing will be 
knocked off by snow and ice 
during the winter, as well as 
spotting minor rust spots that 



could get worse after another 
harsh winter. 

Follow this step by checking 
the pressure of the tires. 

Once the outside has been 
checked, open the door and 
make sure the seals are in 
good shape, preventing slush 
and snow from entering the 
vehicle. 


While the driver door is 
open, release the hood and 
make sure all fluids are at the 
proper level. 

This includes engine oil, 
transmission oil, power steer¬ 
ing and brake fluids, as well as 
engine coolant. If you are not 
at ease with this, learn how 
to check engine oil and your 


mechanic will handle the rest. 

Just like your own an¬ 
nual physical check-up, your 
car needs at least one annual 
visit to the mechanic. Ideally 
two. There, you can get the 
oil changed for the appropri¬ 
ate winter viscosity, and your 
trusty mechanic will make sure 
all the fluids are topped up. 


Your mechanic should also 
check the battery, inspect and 
lubricate the braking system 
and ensure your suspension 
is in good shape. Finally, an 
inspection of the car’s venti¬ 
lation, including the defrost 
function, will ensure you will 
be able to see clearly through 
the windshield all year long. 


Clean cars last longer 



Nothing holds more truth 
than the statement saying a 
clean car is a long-lasting one. 
A car’s paint and exterior 
components need extra pro¬ 
tection to be able to handle 
winter’s harsh environment. 
Here is how to help your 
vehicle stand up. 

First off, it’s important to 
wash the vehicle thoroughly. 
This means using a proper 
automotive detergent, not 
dish soap, since dish soap will 
strip your paint of its needed 
protection. 

Work from the top of the 
vehicle down because the 
lower portions of the car are 
usually the dirtiest. Tree sap, 
tar and other stubborn goop 
will need special attention. 

While diying the car with 
a dedicated natural or syn¬ 
thetic chamois, soft cotton 
or microfibre towels, inspect 
the paint. Rock chips and 
various minor hits may have 
led to small spots where the 
paint is scratched or dinged. 
Even if not deep, take care 
of it before is rusts. You can 
do so by getting a colour- 
matched touch-up kit at your 
dealership or an automotive 
store. 

A coat of wax will act like 
a barrier between abrasives 
and the paint, helping it last 


longer. The key to waxing is 
to use a quality product — 
start with a clean, cool-to-the- 
touch vehicle, and don’t rush 
it. 

Mothers Polishes’ experts 
say it best. “The formula for 
success is simple — select a 
body panel to work on, and 
apply your wax evenly and 
lightly in parallel movements. 
Then buff the hazed wax with 
a 100 per cent cotton towel or 


microfibre cloth.” 

Experts from Meguiar’s 
offer the following advice. 
“Avoid turning your applica¬ 
tion cloth over to its other 
side to apply a different prod¬ 
uct because some ingredients 
may penetrate through and 
change the chemical balance 
of the product. Avoid putting 
pressure on tops of ridges 
where your car’s paint is the

Winter imposes its own re¬ 
quirements on a car’s sys¬ 
tems. Luckily, accessories 
exist to make the season at 
the wheel easier. 

The first that comes to 
mind is a snow scraper. 
Some exclusively scrape ice, 
others are of the brush type 
for snow and others do both, 
but think of having two in 
the vehicle. Why two? Have 
you ever broken one when 
the windshield is still cov¬ 
ered with ice? You will be 
happy for the spare, even if 
it is an old, dull one. 

Test windshield wiper 
blades by spraying wind¬ 
shield washer fluid to see 
if your wiper blades are 
leaving streaks on the wind¬ 
shield. Such streaks are an 
indication that it is time to 
replace them. 

Some wiper manufac¬ 
turers offer special winter 
blades that have a rubber 
boot covering the arm as¬ 
sembly to keep snow and 
ice out. Another type that 


works well in winter is the 
beam blade. Instead of hav¬ 
ing multiple metal pieces 
obstructed by snow or dirt, 
the wiper is made of a low- 
profile, bracketless blade 
consisting only of a metal 
tension strip, rubber ele¬ 


ment and connector. 

A block heater is a small 
heating element located 
alongside the engine that, 
when plugged in, will warm 
up either the engine oil or 
coolant. Oil can become as 
thick as molasses in extreme 


cold temperatures and a 
block heater will help the 
engine start easier, as well as 
boost the operating temper¬ 
atures, meaning less wear on 
the engine, as well as quick¬ 
er heat inside the vehicle. 

It’s easy to forget that 


with the advent of remote 
locks it’s easy to forget that 
access to our vehicles relies 
on being able to unlock the 
doors. A lightly frozen lock 
will usually be freed up by 
the use of the remote un¬ 
locking function, but a well 


frozen lock will prevent any¬ 
thing from unlocking. Hav¬ 
ing some lock de-icer handy, 
combined with a good lock 
lubrication in the fall, is the 
best way to be able to gain 
access without having to call 
for help.

Choosing the proper set of 
winter tires can be a chal¬ 
lenge. While prices, quality 
and type of winter tires vaiy, 
one thing is for sure — they 
are needed for Canadian 
winters. 

Wrongly referred to as 
snow tires, winter tires excel 
not only on snow, but also 
on ice and on clean, but cold 
and frozen pavement. 

The official way to iden¬ 
tify a proper winter tire is by 
looking on the sidewall for a 
logo showing a snowflake in 
a mountain. 

Winter tires now come in 
two groups. There is the trad¬ 
itional winter tire, which 
can be studded or not, and 
needs to be replaced with a 
car’s original summer or all¬ 
seasons tires when warmer 
weather returns. 


Launched three or four 
years ago, the all-weather 
tire is a winter-rated tire 
worthy of the snowflake 
logo, but designed to be used 
all year long. The rubber 
compounds and structures 
of these tires were designed 
to maintain wear properties 
that allow the tire to be used 
year round in areas where 
winter conditions may be 
mild or uncertain. 

Choosing between stud¬ 
ded or non-studded winter 
tires depends on your needs. 
Both alternatives are wear- 
resistant and offer great 
driving qualities. 

You can choose the type 
of tire that best matches 
your needs by considering 
the four following ques¬ 
tions: 

• Snowy or icy roads. If you 
drive more on icy roads than 
on snowy ones, studded 
tires are the choice for you. 
Non-studded winter tires are 


a better choice for snowy 
roads. 

• Wet ice and packed snow. 
Studded tires are superior to 
non-studded winter tires on 
wet ice and hard-packed, al¬ 


most icy, snow. 

• Quiet tires. If you appre¬ 
ciate tires that are quiet on 
bare roads, non-studded win¬ 
ter tires are the right choice. 

• Unpredictable fall condi¬ 


tions. Non-studded winter 
tires can be mounted ear¬ 
lier in the fall than studded 
tires. Once you have mount¬ 
ed non-studded winter tires, 
you don’t need to worry 


about rapidly changing road 
conditions in the fall. Non- 
studded winter tires are 
also a good choice in spring, 
when temperature changes 
can be surprisingly quick. 
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Steer clear of

Winter has the knack of 
bringing the worst out of a 
car or a driving situation. 
Add to this weather that can 
change in an instant and be¬ 
ing ready for the unexpected 
becomes essential. 

Whether leaving on a 
cross-country trip or just 
running errands, having the 
proper equipment on hand 
and the right attitude at the 
wheel is important. 

Many of have been in 
a similar situation — you 
parked the car for a couple of 
minutes to go into a store and 
return to find the road clean¬ 
ing crew passed, leaving a 
foot-high mix of hard-packed 
snow and slush against the 
wheels, challenging even 
the best four-wheel-drive sys¬ 
tems. Keeping a shovel in the 
trunk is a good idea. 

Also helpful is a small bag 
of sand or kitty litter. Spread¬ 
ing some on an icy surface

will allow enough traction to 
leave that parking spot. 

A set of traction help¬ 
ers can be handy. These can 
be made of metal, plastic or 
various composite materials. 
They all work the same way 
— place them against tires, 
then step carefully on the gas. 
The tire will grip the traction 


helper and allow movement. 

A driver’s attitude at the 
wheel is often the difference 
between making it home or 
exploring the ditch. 

Slippeiy conditions mean 
a driver has to be smoother 
at the wheel. While true in all 
conditions, it becomes para¬ 
mount when slippeiy. Harsh 
movements of the steering 
wheel or the brakes will force 
the vehicle to slide at the 
most inopportune moment. 


Having a four-wheel-drive 
or all-wheel-drive vehicle 
doesn’t make one invincible. 
Yes, these systems allow their 
drivers to accelerate and find 
traction quicker. But they 
don’t bring any advantages 
when braking — all vehicles 
have brakes at all four wheels. 

Finally, SUVs and higher 
perched vehicles have a high¬ 
er centre of gravity, which 
needs to be taken into con¬ 
sideration. 


Thieves don't care 
if it's cold or warm 


Contrary to popular belief, 
winter is a great season 
for vehicle thieves since 
owners tend to be in a 
rush to get in a warm 
place, forgetting the ABC’s 
of vehicle safety. 

Getting a vehicle stolen 
is frustrating whatever the 
season, but it gets worse in 
the winter if you need to 
walk back home in -20 C 
conditions. 

First of all, don’t leave 
your vehicle running with 
the keys in the ignition. 
Thieves enjoy cold mor¬ 
nings when people start 
their vehicles and leave 
them running unattended 
in the driveway to heat 
up. They are also watch¬ 
ing closely at the mall. 

To make matters worse, 
an insurer may not cover 
your loss if the vehicle was 
stolen with the keys in the 
ignition. 

If you absolutely need 
to step in a warm vehicle, 
invest in a remote starter. 
They are available from 


the factory, as accessories 
at your dealership or at 
specialized automotive 
shops. They will allow 
you to start the vehicle 
from the warmth of your 
home with no keys in 
the ignition and doors 
locked. To prevent a thief 
from stealing the vehicle, 
most systems will shut 
the engine off if the door 
is opened without having 
been unlocked through 
the remote. 

Many items can help 
either prevent loss or 
recover a stolen vehicle. 
Think of using a locking 
bolt system for winter 
wheels. There is a huge 
market for winter tires 
and walking to a wheel¬ 
less vehicle is frustrating. 

In conclusion, always 
lock your doors, don’t 
leave anything in plain 
sight, don’t leave electron¬ 
ics or valuables within 
reach, and park in well-lit 
areas when possible.

There’s a new face at Mitsubishi 
that should receive more than 
just a glance. The 2014 Outland¬ 
er wagon has cleaned up its de¬ 
sign act both inside and out for 
2014, shedding its dated open- 
mouth look in the process. 

In some respects, the largest 
vehicle in Mitsubishi’s thinned- 
out fleet appears more like the 
second-gen edition that served 
the automaker for the 2007- 
’09 model years. The styling 
is much more contemporaiy, 
making the Outlander appear 
just as attractive from the rear 
as from the front. The 2014 edi¬ 
tion still shares the previous 
Outlander’s platform and basic 
dimensions — length, width 
and distance between the front 
and rear wheels — equating to 
nearly identical space for pas¬ 


sengers and cargo as before. 
However the competition in 
this bracket is a tad roomiei 
and it’s a squeeze when ac¬ 
cessing the optional third-row 
bench of the Outlander. 

Regardless of seat assign¬ 
ment, all passengers will be 
treated to an improved environ¬ 
ment. Mitsubishi has upgraded 
the seats, door panels and dash¬ 
board and added more cabin 
insulation for a quieter ride. As 
well, the split-folding second 
and available third rows have 
been redesigned to fold more 
easily. Overall, the Outlander 
has shed some 90 kilograms, 
which should be a boon to per¬ 
formance. The standard power- 
plant is a 2.4-litre four-cylinder 
that produces 166 horsepower 
and 162 pound-feet of torque. 
That’s down slightly from be¬ 
fore, but with the weight reduc¬ 
tion it won’t be noticed. 

The four-cylinder is stan¬ 
dard with the ES, while SE and 
GT S-AWC trims are fitted with 
a 3.0-litre V6 that delivers 224 
horsepower and 215 pound- 
feet of torque. That’s a drop of 
15 horses, but it’s dead even in

torque. For reference, compet¬ 
ing five and seven-passenger 
wagons have more output, 
and in some cases significantly 
more. The 2.4 is hitched to a 
continuously variable transmis¬ 
sion that has been adjusted to 
more closely mimic a tradition¬ 
al multi-speed automatic, espe¬ 
cially when accelerating from a 
stop. Meanwhile, the V6 has ex¬ 
clusive use of a six-speed auto¬ 
matic that has been updated for 
improved fuel economy. 

Mitsubishi’s “Super All- 
Wheel Control” (code for all¬ 


wheel drive) can be ordered 
with four-cylinder Outlanders, 
but is standard with the V6- 
equipped SE and GT. By mid- 
2014, Mitsubishi will introduce 
the Outlander PHEV (Plug-in 
Hybrid Electric Vehicle) with 
full-time all-wheel-drive. 

With a starting price, in¬ 
cluding destination charges, of 
$27,700, the Outlander arrives 
with the usual basic kit. The SE 
model adds dual-zone climate 
control, rearview camera, push¬ 
button start and heated front 
seats. The GT S entices with a 


premium interior, audio pack¬ 
age and bright xenon head¬ 
lamps. From that point the load 
factor can be increased with op¬ 
tion packages containing heat¬ 
ed leather-covered seats, power 
sunroof to name a few features. 
Other than providing room for 
as many as seven people, the 
Outlander’s strengths might 
not be readily apparent until 
you consider its attractive re¬ 
fresh, content improvements 
and the appealing price tag. It’s 
then that Mitsubishi’s flagship 
wagon starts to make sense.

New research suggests that 
some car buyers will nego¬ 
tiate better if they get all 
sweaty first. This is not about 
potentially using body odour 
and/or unsightly pit stains 
to force car sellers to cave in 
early during the negotiation 
process. 

According to the MIT re¬ 
searchers, it’s all about how 
“physiological arousal” — 
expressed as an increased 
heart rate and body sweat 
induced by running or fast 
walking just before a nego¬ 
tiation experience — can 
make some people perform 
better when it comes to 
hammering out the deal. 

Unfortunately it just 
seems to work for people 
who look forward to nego¬ 
tiation. The arousal makes 
them feel “revved up” for 
the competition. 

For research participants 
who dreaded negotiating, 
“arousal” had the oppos¬ 
ite effect. Increased heart 
rate and sweaty palms only 
increased their nervous¬ 
ness, and they almost always 
reported being bummed out 
about their subsequent ne¬ 
gotiation experiences. 

So the folk wisdom to 
always go into these situa¬ 
tions “cool as a cucumber” 
may have to be revisited, 
especially if you like to 
haggle. 

Of course, there is an¬ 
other big tool you can lever¬ 
age to get a better deal on a 
car — just learn how do to it 
properly. 

One place you’re not go¬ 
ing to learn how to do it 
is in the dealership, when 
you’re in the middle of ne¬ 
gotiations, says Viraf Bali¬ 


walla, a consumer advocate 
and president of Automall 
Network, a vehicle buying 
agency. 

“It is not the sales¬ 
person’s job to educate the 
buyer, it is their job to try 
and sell you a car,” says Ba¬ 
liwalla. 

He notes another reason 
not to look to your sales¬ 
person as your confidant: 
“The auto industry has 
conditioned us to buy in a 
certain way ... a way that 
favours the auto industry.” 

He says this is not “deal¬ 
er bashing,” only telling 
consumers the reality of the 
marketplace, where they 
need to be as prepared as 
the person is sitting across 
from them at the negotia¬ 
tion table. 

To this end, he has cre¬ 
ated one of the first work¬ 
shops in the country on car 
buying. The first one will 
be held this Saturday at the 
Kitchener-Waterloo cam¬ 
pus of Conestoga College in 
Ontario (Course Code GIN- 
T0292 Car Buying — Saving 
You Money). 

Followup workshops at 
Conestoga are planned for 
November and January, and 
in Toronto for the 2014 win¬ 
ter term. 

An online version of the 
workshop is planned to be 
available to all consumers 
across North America some¬ 
time in the New Year. 

The course will cover the 
tips and tricks of the auto 
trade, the process they will 
experience at the dealer¬ 
ship and some number 
crunching too. 

As an example, he notes 
how consumers typically 
choose a zero per cent fi¬ 
nancing option over a 
cash purchase rebate, even 
though in some cases they 
would save thousands by 
getting their own car loan 
at their bank at the going 
interest rate, and grabbing 
that big cash incentive. It’s 
all in the numbers. 

Knowledge sounds like a 
better tool in the long run 
than relying on a fast heart 
rate and a bit of sweat to 
swing the negotiation in 
your favour, but it’s your 
call.

Some seven years after the 
moniker was last ditched, 
Buick brought back the 
Regal nameplate to inject 
some sporty and youth¬ 
ful flare into their product 
lineup with the goal of at¬ 
tracting a younger shopper 
to the brand. 

With European under¬ 
pinnings, a long list of safety 
features, sporty suspension 
tuning and a high-efficiency 
four-cylinder engine, the 
Regal had the right stuff 
for the job. A fresh new 
cabin helped round out the 
package. Feature content 
included navigation, a po¬ 
tent Harman Kardon stereo 
system upgrade, heated 
leather, xenon lights, auto¬ 
matic climate control, foil 
multimedia connectivity, 
Bluetooth and plenty more. 


Common issues 


Note that virtually any Regal 
you might be considering 
will still cariy some portion 
of the brand’s extensive 
powertrain warranty— 
though a few checks are 
advised. Be double sure to 
have the computer system 
of any Regal with the eAssist 
system scanned for warn¬ 
ings. Though sales volumes 
of this new powertrain 
option are too low to nail 
down any sort of reliability 
data just yet, a computer 
scan can help uncover any 
potential issues. Drivability- 
related issues like poor or 
sporadic performance, hard 
gear changes and jerky 
performance can likely be 
fixed by a reprogramming 
of the Regal’s powertrain 
control modules. Numerous 
owners have reported issues 
with the volume control on 
the upgraded stereo system. 
Finally, any model exhib¬ 
iting a rough idle should be 
checked out by a GM-trained 
mechanic for potential 
sensor and foel-pump issues.

The verdict 


If the Regal models you’re 
test-driving don’t exhibit 
any of the issues mentioned 
above, opt for the lowest- 
mileage unit you can afford 
to maximize the protection 
of the powertrain warranty. 
Seek out a model with foil 
service records and one 
that’s been treated to regu¬ 
lar fluid changes.

Mud and wood: 
The simple basis of 

modern car design

How does a car come to be? 
Many of us picture a designer 
sketching a vehicle on a nap¬ 
kin in a moment of inspira¬ 
tion, and that’s what makes it 
to the showroom a little while 
later. In reality, cars are created 
by teams of designers, some of 
whom work specifically on 
tiny details, and it can take 
three years or more. 

“Design is not a linear pro¬ 
cess,” says Adrian Van Hooy- 
donlc, senior vice-president 
of BMW Group Design. “We 
always do a design competi¬ 
tion, meaning that I brief 
the design team, and the de¬ 
signers do lots of sketches. I 
look through them with my 
design managers, I select the 
most promising ones, and 
then together with the board 
of management, we select the 
exterior and interior designs 
that will lead the company 
into the future.” 

Many designs do actually 
start with a pencil sketch, but 
the bulk of the work is done 


Moving into the future 


• New challenge. New 

materials can create chal¬ 
lenges. BMW had to create 
new methods of design and 
construction for the carbon 
fibre reinforced plastic that it 
uses in its upcoming electric 
and hybrid cars. 

• Tinkering. Minor changes 
can have a major effect. 
Lowering the roofline a few 
centimetres could reduce 
visibility or make it hard to get 
into the car. 

• Origins. Clay models for 
auto design have been around 
since the late 1920s, and it's 
possible that General Motors 
was the first to use them.

with CAD (computer-aided 
design), which lets design¬ 
ers work on a virtual three- 
dimensional model. Eventu¬ 
ally, many vehicles are also 
rendered in clay: the team 
builds a wooden frame and 
covers it with modelling clay 
to create a full-size version. 

It’s the final touch of real¬ 
ism that the computer can’t 
create, and gives the design¬ 
ers an opportunity to check 
the vehicle’s proportions and 
how it looks from all angles. 
If something isn’t right, ex¬ 
cess clay can be scraped away, 
or more clay added to change 
the lines. 

While a group of design¬ 
ers is working on the exter¬ 
ior, another team is craft¬ 
ing the interior, which also 
usually starts with pencil 
sketches and CAD programs. 
It’s also common to make 
clay models of the inside, so 
that designers and engineers 
can actually reach for door 
handles, hold the steering 
wheel, or determine the best 
placement for switches and 
controls. 

“We have an ergonomic 
department for the best pos¬ 
sible arrangements of switch¬ 
es and displays,” Van Hooy¬ 
donk says. 

“We have screens in the 
car, so we will need fewer 
switches, but there is more 
information coming in. 
Our task is to manage that, 
so that in future, complex 
vehicles will be easier again.” 

Hand-built concept cars 
for the auto show circuit 
can use all sorts of futuris¬ 
tic designs and materials, 
but when designers create 
production vehicles, the 
teams must work closely 
together to ensure that the 
vehicle has enough interior 
space, will meet safety stan¬ 
dards and can be stamped 
out and assembled on a pro¬ 
duction line.

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Preparing your car for 
cold-weather storage 


Protect it. Follow 
these tips to ensure 
your prized possession

• Making sure all the tires 
are overinflated to avoid 
flat spots, or placing the 
car on axel stands to keep 
pressure off the tires (don’t 
forget to deflate to the cor¬ 
rect pressure when out of 
storage)

pletely dry inside and out 
before covering it. A quality 
breathable storage cover 
can then be placed over the 
car to protect it during fall 
and winter.

With fall here and winter on 
the horizon, now is the time 
for automotive enthusi¬ 
asts to prepare their prized 
vehicles for cold-weather 
storage. 

Dave Lambert, brand 
manager for Autoglym Can¬ 
ada, says the most import¬ 
ant step in preparing your 
car for storage is a full clean¬ 
ing including washing, pol¬ 
ishing and protecting the 
exterior of the vehicle. 

This ensures that all en¬ 
vironmental irritants are 
removed, protecting the car 
from rust. 

You should also pres¬ 
sure wash the accumulated 
soiling from the underside, 
wheel arches and the nooks 
and crannies of the vehicle. 

Remember to ensure that 
you don’t leave any polish or 
wax on for the duration of 
storage, especially on non- 
covered cars — any debris in 
the environment will settle 
on the surface and could 
scratch the finish when 
you’re removing the dried- 
out polish or wax 

Other simple tips Can¬ 
adians should follow before 
they place their beloved 
automobiles into storage 
until spring include: 


• Leaving the handbrake off 
to avoid brake seizure 

• Covering/blocking any 
areas where mice or rats 
can get in, including air 
filter housings and exhaust 
tail pipes 

• Filling the gas tank up to 
avoid water accumulation 

• Making sure the car has 
the appropriate amount of 
antifreeze in it if it is be¬ 
ing stored in a non-heated 
garage 

• Placing pieces of plastic 
wrap on wipers to create a 
barrier between the blades 
and the windshield (if left 
long enough the blades will 
deform and stick to the 
glass) 

• Making sure the oil and 
filter is changed 

• Remove any food wrap¬ 
pers/debris from the inter¬ 
ior before vacuuming 

• Clean and dry soiled fab¬ 
ric or hard plastics using an 
interior car shampoo 

• Clean and protect leather 
by using leather cleaner and 
conditioner

Involved in a fender 
bender? Here’s what 
you need to know 


Accidents. Many 
Canadians aren’t 
completely confident 
about what to do if 
they’ve been in a 
minor accident 


Whether you’re an experi¬ 
enced road warrior who 
drives three hours a day or a 
brand new driver, would you 
know what to do if you were 
involved in a fender bender? 

Research by TD Insurance 
indicates that only 31 per 
cent of Canadians say they 
are extremely likely to know 
the exact steps to take in this 
situation. 

Dave Minor, a vice- 
president at TD Insurance, 
suggests following these steps 
from TDInsurance.com, if you 


get into a fender bender: 

Move your vehicle 

Half of the Canadian driv¬ 
ers surveyed (51 per cent) 
incorrectly believe that if 
they’ve been in an accident, 
they should never move their 
vehicle from the road before 
the police come or they will 
not be able to determine who 
was at fault. 

This isn’t always the case. 
If you’re able to safely move 
your vehicle out of the flow of 
traffic while protecting your 
vehicle from further damage, 
do so. 

Keep calm and carry on 

Try not to panic or make any 
rash decisions. When speak¬ 
ing with the other party in¬ 
volved, don’t accept money 
or fault for the fender bender 
and don’t agree to just “forget 
about it.” 


Documentation 


• Take notes. Include 
details of the accident 
and identification of 
the vehicles and people 
involved. If possible, take 
pictures and/or draw a 
diagram of the accident 
scene to assist with 
documentation. 


Contact your insurer 

Three in 10 Canadian drivers 
incorrectly believe that if they 
are in an auto accident, they 
only need to report the inci¬ 
dent to their insurance pro¬ 
vider if their car has sustained 
significant damage. Your in¬ 
surance policy requires you to 
report any accident involving 
loss or damage to people or 
property. If you don’t report 
it, it may affect your coverage.

Accident avoidance. 

While new technology 
could help to reduce 
collisions, here's what 
you can do in the 
meantime to avoid them 


Imagine if you could program 
your car to take you where 
you wanted to go — all you 
would need to do is just sit 
back and relax. 

According to the Prop¬ 
erty and Casualty experts at 
Desjardins Insurance, this 
technology is currently be¬ 
ing tested. The U.S. military 
has developed driverless sup¬ 
ply trucks and both General 
Motors and Volvo have an¬ 
nounced plans to introduce 
semi-autonomous vehicles 
before the end of the decade. 

All are using the same 
basic technology — a net¬ 
work of cameras, lasers and 
sensors that monitor the road 
and the outside. These are 
linked through an onboard 
computer to control the 
steering and brakes — either 
to totally operate the car 
(with the addition of GPS to 
navigate the roads) or merely 
to intervene when necessaiy 


to avoid potential collisions. 

This might sound futuris¬ 
tic, but some aspects of this 
safety-system technology is 
already included in higher- 
end vehicles. 

The net effect from the 
combination of these tech¬ 
nologies would be to drastic¬ 
ally reduce traffic accidents 
and consequently lead to a 
major reduction in auto in¬ 
surance premiums. 

It will still be several years 
before this technology hits 
the market, so in the mean¬ 
time here are some reminders 
to help you avoid an accident: 

Speeding 

This is one of the leading 
causes of road accidents. 
Even if you think you are in 
total control of your vehicle, 
respect the speed limit. Re¬ 
member — you’re not alone 
on the road and accidents 
happen without warning. 

Cellphones at the wheel 

Even though you can use 
your cellphone while driving 
by way of a hands-free device, 
it is recommended that you 
use it as little as possible. 
Your attention should always 
be focused on the road, so it’s 
best to eliminate as many dis¬ 
tractions as possible.

With more than 40 years 
in the auto-repair business 
and at least a quarter cen¬ 
tury fixing and maintaining 
supercars, Hedrick knows 
what kind of cabbage it takes 
to keep up with a six-figure 
exotic vehicle. 

Everything has a base 
price, but what Hedrick 
warns buyers most about 
supercar ownership is the 
unforgiving maintenance 
and repair costs that many

exotic buyers either over¬ 
look, or simply don’t expect. 
The fact is that although a 
car might seem like a deal 
at one third of its original 
sticker, parts and labour for 
maintenance and repairs are 
still at full price. Add the cost 
of fuel, insurance, and even 
a pricey “gas-guzzling tax” 
as an efficiency penalty, and 
the annual cost of owning a 
Lamborghini, McLaren or As¬ 
ton Martin can make the cost 
of putting a child through 
university look like owning 
a pet rock. 

As such, Hedrick earns 
a good living working on 
eveiything from the AC 
Shelby Cobra and Saleen S7 
to the 1972 Pantera DeTo- 
maso and 308 Ferrari, all of 
which carry maintenance 
schedules and costs worth 
as much or more than the 
cost of a used supercar over a 
three or four-year period. 

According to the Amer¬ 
ican Automobile Association 
(AAA) the average cost to 
drive a standard production 
automobile one mile (1.6 
kilometres) is about 52 cents, 
while the price to drive one 
of these supercars can reach 
$11 per mile. Of course, 
supercars generally don’t 
travel as far, so that number 
is likely skewed higher. 

One analysis estimates 
the yearly cost of owning an 
“average” supercar will ex¬ 
ceed $20,000. 

“People wanting to get 
into these cars a lot of times 
don’t know anything about 
the mechanical attributes of 
them,” Hedrick said. “They 
don’t have buckets full of 
money but everybody wants 
one of these cars. They’ll see 
what they believe is a decent 
price but they haven’t done 
their homework.”

(hedrickmotivwerks.com) 
near the Lake of the Ozarlcs, 
Mo. And while most of the 
company’s wealthy clients 
fly in on private jets and 
don’t seem to care much 
about paying $2,000 for an 
oil change for their Ferrari, 
it’s a near-vertical learning 
curve for the first-time buyer 
of a used supercar. 

These machines are often 
so finely tuned and fragile, 
even the slightest mishap 
during an oil change or lube 
job can result in a four-figure 
repair bill that might go un¬ 
detected and unreported. 
Hedrick called it common¬ 
place to find damage on the 
underbody from careless 
jacking of the vehicle, or just 
“laziness” from a previous 
mechanic. 

Bent tubing and cracked 
welds that allow moisture 
into secure areas are two 
of the most common issues 
Hedrick encounters when 
working underneath one of 


these vehicles. “You wouldn’t 
believe what I see. And most 
of it is caused by people try¬ 
ing to work on the car that 
don’t understand the car.” 
Hedrick also warned poten¬ 
tial supercar buyers against 
the fallacy that low kilo¬ 
metres plus low price equals 
a great deal. Like a caged 
tiger, these high-perform¬ 
ance vehicles need to stretch 
their legs, breathe and roar. 
It’s good for the engine, and 
for longevity. 

“Rubber deteriorates; so 
do the hoses, belts and the 
metal,” Hedrick says. “You’re 
not ever bringing the engine 
up the temperature to per¬ 
colate the moisture out so it 
starts to develop corrosion.” 

Hedrick said it is not un¬ 
usual for homeowners in his 
area to have a supercar “tro¬ 
phy” stashed in their garage 
as more of a status symbol or 
showpiece than any kind of 
transport mode or joyride. 

“I had one customer who 


maintained his car but he 
never really drove it, which 
is the worst thing you can 
do. 

“Lack of use is definitely 
something to look out for if 
you’re shopping for one of 
these vehicles.” 

Hedrick used the ex¬ 
ample of a brake rotor ac¬ 
cumulating that fine layer of 
rust after a wash or rain as to 
why regular usage helps to 
keep the engine parts clean 
and operations smooth. 
“Amplify that buildup by 10 
times inside of a motor and 
you can be talking about 
big time repair costs even 
though the car was never 
even used,” Hedrick said. 

“The problems that never 
really had a chance to come 
to the surface, that are in¬ 
herently there in the car, 
you’re going to end up bear¬ 
ing the whole brunt of it 
being the second (or third, 
or fourth) owner of a low- 
mileage car.” If you’re still

brave enough to spend your 
money on a used supercar, 
Hedrick said the number 
one rule is to make sure all 
maintenance records are 
available, accurate and well 
organized. 

“It’s just like buying an 
airplane,” he explained. 
“You’re going to need those 
records because the main¬ 
tenance of these vehicles is 
some of the biggest expense. 
If you can’t verify the main¬ 
tenance records, the car it¬ 
self doesn’t really have that 
much value.”
